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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-16 and 26, drawn to a method for designing a 3-D model of a protein 
by using pre-determined three-dimensional structures from at least three members of 
family to identify common structural blocks of said family and produce a new 3-D model 
of a different protein from the same family. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-25, drawn to a 3-D model produced by the method of Group I. 

Group III, claim(s) 27-39, drawn to a computer assisted method for performing 
restrained dynamics docking of a substrate on an enzyme using an available 3-D 
structure. 

Group IV, claim(s) 40-59, drawn to drawn to a computer assisted method for performing 
restrained dynamics docking of at least two substrates on an enzyme using an available 
3-D structure. 

Group V, claim 60-67, drawn to use of a method for performing restrained dynamics 
docking to screen, design and identify molecules that modulate an enzyme. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Jean et al. 
(Proteins: Structure, Function and Genetics, 1997, 28:388-404 - cited on IDS from 13 
July 2005) teach methods using a computational strategy for homology modeling 
proteins or enzymes in various families by identifying common or core structural blocks 
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from three different cytochrome P450 known 3-D models. The method also uses a 
consensus matrix to improve the sequence alignment between the target cytochrome 
P450 to be modeled and the existing structures (see p. 388, Abstract). In this way a 
new model was produced for P450 ery F (see p. 403, 1 st column, 1 st paragraph). Thus, the 
new model of the P450 ery F, since it is not materially different than the model being 
claimed in claim 17, then Jean et al. meet the limitations of the claim because it is the 
product that is being claimed and not the process. It is deemed that the process of 
claim 1 does not make a materially different product to the 3-D model of Jean et al. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-V does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not 
differentiate the claimed subject matter as a whole over the prior art. Since according to 
PCT Rule 13.2 the presence of such a common or corresponding special technical 
feature is an absolute prerequisite for unity to be established, and given that there does 
not appear to be any other technical feature common to the claimed subject matter as a 
whole which might be able to fulfill this role, the currently claimed subject matter lacks 
unity of invention according to PCT Rule 13.1. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
